Bepjamin Bisracii. 


The brilliant career of this remarkable man 
has just culminated in the attainment, for 
the second time, of the premiership; and his 
triumphant reappearance at the head of 
British politics will certaioly justify a brief 
sketch of his political and literary success, 

His grandfather was a Venetian merchant 
of Jewish extraction, who left @ considerable 
fortune to his son Isaac, the author of 
“Curicsities of Literature and other books 
that have long been prime favorites with cul- 
tivaied readers, Isaac Disraeli's son, the 
present Premier, was born in London in 1805. 
In his twenty-first year he commenced a 
splendid literary career by the publication of 
“Vivian Grey,” following up that popular 
novel of aristocratic fashionable life with a 
series of stories, of which “ Lothair,” of im- 
mediate times, was the conclusion. In all, 
or nearly all, of them he dextrously wove in 
his political vie wa. 

In 1831 he determined to enter political 
life. His Jewish descent, his extreme dan- 
dyism, bis novel writing and his plebeanism 
all told strongly against him, but after two 
defeats, he entered the House of Commons as 
the representative of the Tories of Maid- 
stone. This was in 1887, and in the same 
year he married the widow of Mr. Wynd 
ham Lewis, with whom he acquired consid- 
erable wealib, and to whom he was greatly 
attached up to her death, which occurred 
about two years ago. 

In the same ycar that Mr. Dierae l was 
first defeated for Parliament, Mr. Gladstone 
graduated at Oxford with the bizhest honors, 
aod in the following year entered Parliament 
as a Tory. His subsequent chenge of views 
is well known. The Mr. Gladstone who, in 
1833, published a powerful argument in favor 
of the closest union of Church and State, is 
the same man, in name and identity at least, 
who afterwards brought about, es the leader 
of the Liberal party, the disestablishment of 
the Episcopal Church in Ireland. Just so 
with Mr. Disraeli. He started off in politics 
an extreme Radical, to afterwards become 
a Tory, and the leader of the aristocratic 
conservative elements of the realm. 

His subsequent history is two well known 
for extended remark. Lis maiden speech in 
the Hou e was a failure, at nothing daunted 
he held his way until, ov the death of Lord 
George Bentick in 1844. his force and re. 
sources made him the a: knowledged leader 
of his party. He was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in 1852, in 1059, and once more in 
1866. In March, 1868, ie became premier by 
the retirement of the EAI of Derby, and he 
held that position until the defent of bis 
government on the Irish Church bill, in the 
following July, which event brought in Mr. 
Gladstone, whom he now displaces. | 

Even his opponents confess that the in- 
coming Cabinet isa strong one. The new 
Chancellor is Baron Cairns, a great lawyet, 
and perhaps the ablest debater in the House 
of Lords, The Marquis of Salisbury be- 
comes Secretary of State for Indis, and the 
axl. of Derby, Secretary of State for the 
Foreign Department.

No one knew, but one of the con- 
servators of the peuce kiadly off. ls to go in 
search of the desired information, Iu the 
meantime another efficient policeman etuc: 
ceeded in arresting Bedell avd Started with 
him to the station house. On their way to 
the place they met acaptain of the conserva- 
tors, who seems to have been a friend of the 
prisoner, and who was fequested by the lat- 
ter to accompany him to the police Office, 
and “see that he was not locked up.” 1 he 
captain was unable to return with his genial 
friend, but instructed the subordi- 
nate who had him in charge to re- 
leuse the prisoner upon his Own recognizance, 
which was done.

Mr. Penn Bedell, as we hive stated, was 
born in Columbus in 1833.

Dr. Thornton, of Yuzo City, Mies., and 
Mrs. Frank A. Hervey, of Opelika, Alu., are 
his sisters. Colonel Jack Brown, of Murion 
county, is his cousio.
